JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

The Pacific mail, with dates to the 8th Dec., was delivered on 
the 20th inst. The present mail brings two days later news. The 
outward French mail of Oct. Ll arrived onthe 2ad Dec., and the P. 
and O. of the 18th on the 6th. The following summary is from 
the Japan Herald :— 

The visit of the Grand Duke Alexis to Yokohama terminated 
on the 28th, after H.LH. having been a guest of the Mikado for 
fifteen days. As the Russian squadron left the bay for Hakodadi 
it was saluted by the foreign and Japanese men-of-war in port, 
the crews of the vessels cheering as the Russian ships passed by, 
and as a mark of respect the squadron was accompanied down 
the bay by the Japanese ship of war Vitzin. 

On the 25th his Majesty the Mikado paid a visit to the Russian 
and Japanese squadrons, on which occasion a review of the 
Japanese men ot war took place. His Majesty travelled from 
Yedo by a special train, and arrived at Yokohama about 8 a.m. 
In waiting at this terminus was his Majesty’s state carriage, in 
which the Grand Duke Alexis took his seat. After exchanging 
the usual salutations, the Mikado, Prince Alexis, Mr Butzow, the 
Russian Minister, and the Imparial suite drove off, and about 
nine o’clock reached the hatoba, where the Governor of Kanagawa 
and other officials were waiting to receive the Royal party. 
Seats were then taken in the several boats, and the procession 
pushed off, amid salutes from the shipsand fort. From the 
men-of-war in port loud and prolonged cheering was heard. 
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The Japanese frigate Joshiu Maru was the first vessel virw.q 
by the Mikado. Whilst on board of this ship the sailors went 
teeougti @ course uf guu practice, aud a general inspection of 
the vessel was held. The Svetlana, the Russian man-of-war of 
which the Grand Duke is first lieutenant, was next visited. 
Similar evolutions were gone through. and a regatta, participated 
in by the small boats of the Russian fleet only, took place. After 
this the Japanese squadron, consisting of six vessels, passed round 
the Svetlana in review, and then steamed out a distance of about 
seven miles, where several nautical mancouvres were practised. 
The Mikado, having partook of a banquet, shortly afterwards re- 
turned to the shore, and left the same evening by special train for 
Yedo. The whole affair went off with éclat. 

On the same evening a ball, in honour of the Grand Duke, was 
given at the German Olub. It was most numerously attended, 
and was one of the most successful balls that has ever been given 
in Yokohama. 

Shortly before ten o’clock the band signalled the arrival of the 
Grand Duke and suite, by playing the Russian National Anthem. 
His Highness was received at the entrance by Mr. Zappe, Actin 
Consul-General for North Germany, and was by him fitroduced 
to the members of the Committee of the Club, and to the Ball 
Committee, in the reception room, and passed from thence into 
the ball room. His Highness opened the ball with Mra. de Long, 
the wife of the American Minister, and dance after dance suc- 
ceeded until the programme was exhausted ; but the affair was 
kept up with so much spirit, that in addition to special dances 
being improvised, half the programme was gone through again. 
In fact, so much light-hearted gaiety was manifested that it could 
not fail to be gratifying to the guest of the occasion, and to the 
members of the Committee who had so zealously worked,to ‘achieve 
80 satisfactory a result. 

The athletic sports of the Royal Marine battalion came off on 
the 30th ult. at the camp parade ground. A large attendance 
from the foreign residents was present, and the various events 
which were competed for afforded a good deal of amusement. 

Hanabusa, who a short time since was despatched to Korea, has 
returned, and is now on his way to the capital. He gives an un- 
qualified contradiction to the reports which were insisted on by 
the Japan Gazette and the Nishin Shin Jishi, to the effect that 
his mission had proved a failure, The relations between Korea 
and Japan are friendly. 

A melancholy boat accident, resulting in loss of life, occurred 
on the 3rd inst. The following are the facts:—It appears that 
Vicomte Daru, Secretary to the French Legation here, accompanied 
by M. Grenet, left Yokohama on the day previous for a short trip 
in the country. They slept at Odawarra on the same night ; next 
morning they started for Atami by boat. They had not proceeded 
far out to sea when the boat in which they were voyaging was 
overturned by a sudden squall, and the occupants were precipi- 
tated into the water. M. Grenet, who was an expert swimmer, 
lent what assistance he could to M. Daru, bnt unfortunately in 
vain ; the latter was twice washed off the boat, and at length 
disappeared, together with his servant and the Japanese boatman. 
The sad event is universally regretted. 

The educational movement progresses with increased fervour. 
It is reported that the Government has decided on establishing 
eight more colleges in different towns throughout the Empire ; 
the sites have already been chosen. 

Mr. Nakayama, who lately held the post of Superintendent of 
Customs at this port, who was about being accredited as Consul- 
Geveral to the United States, has had his destination altered, and 
he proceeds by the next English mail to Rome, as Consul-Ge- 
neral to Italy. 

Mr. Mori, the Japanese Charge d’ Affaires at Washington, is ex- 
pected by the next mail steamer from America.

will probably save something. Before the arrival of the Kua 
1-ng they had been most industriously at work, having cut 
every biv ~F rone away that was visible and saved some of the 
smaller yards. “When the wreck was left, only the tops of the 
three lower masts were ~igible, and it is expected that>he mizen 
mast will be cut off by the natives on the first calm day; but the 
fore and main masts being of irvn, will prove superior to the 
attacks of native hatchets. A rock was vhserved at low water 
about a mile and a half to the northward of the wreck, upon 
which it is supposed the Tonbridge struck, and which is not 
marked on the latest charts, although it is well known td the 
natives and to some Europeans. It has been proposed to name 
this the Tonbridge rock. 

The comparatively mild weather reported from the North has 
induced Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, and Oo. to send another 
steamer to Taku, and Tientsin if possible. The Nanzing left on 
the 10th Dec. with a very heavy and valuable cargo. 

At a special meeting of the S.S.N. Co., Mr. F. B. Forbes was 
elected president of the company, in room of Mr. H. H. Warden, 
resigned ; and it was announced that Mr. F. D. Hitch had been 
appointed to the vacant seat at the board of directors. 

The Defence Committee of the Municipal Council haveapproved 
and confirmed the election of Sergeant Cameron as lieutenant of 
No. 1 Company, 8.V.C., vice Lieutenant Forbes, promoted to be 
captain. There were two nominatious for the lieutenancy, vis., 
Sergeants Cameron and Palamountain, and the votes were—for 
the former 66, for the latter 52. 

Mesars. J. P. Bisset and Co.'s auction sale of land and house 
property on the 9th Dec. was well attended, and the lots were dis- 
posed of as follows :—Land lot No. 668, measuring 39m. 4/. 5U. 0h., 
situated in the Hongkew settlement, on the west side of Woosung 
Road, near lots marked 134 to 136 in the Municipal plan of the 
settlement. The bidding for this lot was spirited, and it was ulti- 
mately knocked down to a Chinese purchaser for Tls. 1.600, or 
about Tls. 41 per mow. Land lots No. 595, measuring 11m. 5f. 01.0h., 
and No. 596, measuring 12m. 2f. 8! 0h., situated on the Pootung 
side of the river Wangpoo, near,Lindsay’s Wharf, realised Tls. 400, 
about Tls. 17 per mow. The bungalow known as “The Chalet” 
3 put up at a reserve of Tis. 1,600, but without eliciting an 
offer. 

Most of H.B.M.’s ships Pgaren fag harbour here have taken their 
departure. The Juno and Ri: left at daylight on the 9th for 
Japan, and the Iron Duke and Salamis for Amoy and Hong Kong 
on the following day. The Cadmus and Curlew remain at 
Shanghai for the rest of the winter, The Salamis has been 
actively employed since Admiral Shadwell took command of the 
station, in making the round of the ports in Japan and North 
China, and in the past five months has trave a distance of 
10,000 miles. 

The members of the No.1 Fire Engine Company have held 
a meeting at the engine-house. It was proposed, seconded, 
and carried, that Messrs. Rietschler, T. G. Smith, and Scnna be 
appointed delegates to represent the ag ged at the annual 
meeting of the Shanghai fire brigade for the election of chief 
engineer and district engineer. Mr. Howes was appointed secre- 
tary for the remainder of this year. :

We have advices from this port to the 13th Dec. ; the French 
mail from London Oct. 25 arrived out Dec. 12. 

The French mail steamer Amazone has made a remarkably rapid 
passage for the season of the year. She left Hong Kong at six 
A.M. on the 8th Dec., and arrived at Shanghai at ten a.m, on the 
12th, thus accomplishing the trip in seventy-six hours. 

The Customs steamer ‘Kua-Heing returned from the wreck of 
the Tonbridge on the 7th December, bringing back some spars and 
sails saved from the wreck, together with the lifeboat in which 
Captain Pizzey saved himself, and which was found in a small bay 
on the south-west of Chesney Island. The lifeboat in which the 
second mate got ashore was found on the Raffles, considerably 
broken up, and gutted of her iron tubes by the natives. The wreck 
lay in some seven fathoms of water, about a mile from the northern 
extremity of Chesney Island. The water was very muddy, so that 
the divers could not see, and it is reported that sand is rapidly 
finding its way into the interior of the vessel through the hatchways 
which are ali open. The natives are in hopes that a gale of wind 
may break the wreck up or drive her closer in shore, when they

he Yokohama correspondent of the Hiogo News writes :—I 
hear that an embassy is shortly expected here en route for China 
from Peru, whence it has been despatched by Senor Pardo, with 
the object of negotiating with China for coolie traffic from any of 
its open ports, the slaves to be taken over in Peruvian Govern- 
ment vessels officered by lieutenants in the Peruvian Service, and 
carrying & mandarin to prevent cruelty and ill-usage. It is sup- 
posed the embassy will call here in passage to amicably arrange 
with Japan about the Maria Luz case. Ooncerning this some 
important despatches have been received. 

he Gazette contains a proclamation by the Governor enacting 
that Show-kee-wan shall be included in the district of Victoria 
for the purposes of the markets’ ordinance, drafts of ordinances 
recently read a first time, the usual monthly report by the Super- 
intendent of the Fire Brigade, and a notification fixing the police 
rates for 1873 for houses in the city at 7}, and 5 per cent. for 
houses in the outlying villages. The Fire Brigade rate is fixed 
at 2 per cent. for houses in the city only, and the lighting and 
water rates at 1} and 2 per cent. respectively. The Gazette also 
contains a notification inviting tenders for granite quarries for 
the year 1873. 

We have received a copy of the report of the German Foundling 
Hospital for the past year. The present number of pupils amounts 
to seventy, and the subscriptions, which were mostly raised by 
German residents ashore and afloat, amounted to $1,320. The 
Principal explains that a wrong impression has got abroad, to the 
effect that the Foundling Hospital is not open to official inspection, 
whereas inspection is specially invited, LY all interested are asked 
to be present at the Christmas celebration. We wish the pro- 
moters of this benevolent work, which affords help to large num- 
bers of those most open to pity among the Chinese, every success. 

We understand that the Chinese students of St. Paul’s College, 
Hong Kong, have subscribed £100 for the erection of a window in 
the cathedral. 

Disturbances between the Chinese natives of the neighbour- 
hood of Tamsui and the Amoy Chinese, who are residing and 
carrying on their trade in that place, have occurred again, this 
time also causing a great deal of inconvenience to the foreign 
residents in Tamsui. It appears that the natives during the 
tumult had taken occasion to break open a godown belonging to 
some foreign hong. Assistance was called for from the 8.8. Hai- 
Yoong, which was fortunately in the port. Three boats, with well- 
armed people from the Havoong and Tamsui, then proceeded u 
the river and reconquered the property, after having met with 
violent resistance from the offenders. Only one European, D. A. 
Darling, Esq., was severely wounded.

SINGAPORE. 

Dates reach to the 27th Dec. ; the outward French mail of 
Nov. 22 arrived on 24th Dec. 

H.MS. Adventure brought from Hong Kong Major Lucas, 
Captains Berger, Carleton and Vaughton, ieutenants Robertson, 
Lang, Hinxman, Warton, Paton, Meyrick, and Lowth, Surgeon 
Orton, Assistant Surgeon McNamara, and 409 non-commissioned 
officers and men of H.M.10th regiment. She leaves with Captain 
Strong, Lieutenant Booth, Assistant Surgeon Scanlan, and one 
Company, for Malacca ; and Captain Denny, Lieutenants Huntley 
and Lowth, and two Companies, for Penang. 

The Adventure will, we understand, bring back the detachments 
of the 80th, stationed at Penang and Malacca, and on her return 
here will convey to Hong Kong the remainder of the 80th now 
here, as also the reinforcements to that regiment coming by the 
steamer Scotland, instead of allowing them to go on to Hong 
Kong by that steamer. 

The strength of the 10th regiment is, we believe, about 780 | 
officers and men. 

The Government Gazette contains notifications that six months’ 
leave of absence has been granted to the Rev. J. A. Beckles 
that the Rev. G. F. Hose is appointed Acting Colonial-Chap™ 
lain at Singapore and the Rev. S. R. Dingley Acting Colo 
nial-Chaplain at Malacca. Mr. Rutger Klunder is Toone’ by 
the home authorities as Acting Consul for the German Empire at 
Penang during the absence of Mr. M.Suhl. Her Majesty has 
sanctioned and confirmed the Steam Vessels Ordinance. 

The British steamer Scotland, Captain James, from London 5th 
November, via Queenstown, Malta, Port Said, and Galle, arrived 
at Tanjong Pagar Wharf with Captain Battye, Lieutenant Arm- 
strong, and 80 men of the 10th Regiment, Captain Stone and 287 
men of the 80th Regiment, Captains Hewson and Chevers of the 
73rd Regiment, 2 men of the Royal Engineers, 23 Artillerymen, 
Surgeon O. Halloran, and Major Watson, Ceylon Rifles, in charge 
of the troops. She had also the following passengers : Mr Curtis 
and son, Mr. Meyrink.

BANKRUPTCY COURT. 
IN RE ANSELMO VIVANTI. 

In this case Mr. Phelps, on behalf of creditors whose claims 
amounted to £12,764, applied on the 17th inst. that a recciver should 
be appointed. He stated it was very important in the interests of 
creditors that some person should be appointed to protect the assets 
and carry on the business until the first mecting of creditors, and it 
was also desirable that all remittances should be reccived by a person 
acting on behalf of creditors, and under the direction of the Court. 
If the business were continued until after the first meeting the good- 
will would be preserved, and the receiver would be ina position to 
report to the creditors the result of his investigation as to the course 
of trading pursued by the debtor. The property, including such por- 
tion as was in the hands of creditors, was estimated to be of the value 
of £500,000 and upwards. Mr. Baggs, the-proposed receiver, made an 
affidavit in which he stated that, by the direction of some of the prin- 
cipal creditors, he had commenced an investigation of the books and 
accounts of the debtor. The business consisted mainly in the buying 
large quantities of silk in this country, and afterwards selling the same 
either here or in various places abroad. Large purchases had already 
been made by the debtor, and several persons who were creditors in 
respect to such goods sought to intercept the remittances on the 
ground that they had not lost their title to the goods or the proceeds ; 
and certain creditora also claimed liens upon portions of the property. 

The Court appointed Mr. Baggs to act as receiver and manager of 
the debtor's estate. 

IN RE THOS. RATCLIFFE. 

The debtor, who wasa silk merchant, carrying on business at Union- 
court, Old Broad-street, filed his petition for liquidation, stating his 
debts at £25,000, and his assets at £10,000, consisting mainly of silk 
held by creditors as security. Mr. Starkey, solicitor, in applying on 
the 18th inst. for the appointment of the receiver as manager, stated 
that the failure was the result of the recent heavy failures in this trade, 
which had had the effect of throwing vast quantities of silk into the 
market, and thus reducing the price by 10s. per lb. It was necessary 
to appoint a manager in order to come to some arrangement with the 
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creditors, who held the silk on security to prevent its sation at 
these low prices, and thus deteriorating the estate. 

The Registrar granted the application, and appointed Mr. L¥yelock, 
of the firm of Loveluck and Whiftin, public accountants, of Coteman- 
street, receiver and manager. 


IN RE B. POWELL SEARE AND CO. 

The debtors, who are large silk merchants in Great Winchester- 
buildings, filed their petition for liquidation last week, atating their 
debta at £150,000, and their assets at the nominal value of £147,000. 
On that occasion the Court appointed Mr. Waddell as receiver, and 
granted an interim injunction against the South-Western Bank and 
the Patent Cork Company, restraining them from taking further pro- 
ceedings. The matter in dispute with the bank is in reference to a 
bill of exchange for £240, and that with the Patent Cork Company 
refers to the allotment of some sbares to the amount of only £75. On 
the 20th inst. an application was made to the Court to extend the in- 
junction till a further order. In reply to questions from the Registrar, 
it was stated that the usual notices had been served, and the Patent 
Cork Company had consented to the extension of the injunction on‘the 
condition that they might proceed to sign judgment. There was no 
opposition on the part of the other creditors. ‘he precise value of the 
assets could not be ascertained, consisting as they did of surplus secu- 
tities in the hands of the creditors. 

The application was granted, and the injunction extended till far 
ther orders. X 
IN RE DRAKEFORD BROTHERS, a 

The debtors, who carried on business as silk merchants at Great 
Winchester-buildings, have filed a petition for liquidation by arrange- 
ment, estimating their liabilities at £450,000, and their assets, which 
consist mainly of silk deposited as security with creditora, at 
£400,000. 

On the 21st inst. Mr. Matthews, solicitor, applied to the Court for 
the appointment of Mr. Westcott, of the firm of Bigshawe, West- 
cott, and Johnson, public accountants, as receiver and manager. In 
answer toa question from the Registrar, Mr. Matthews siid that he 
applied on behalf of the debtors, and also for creditors to the amount 
of £15,000. He produced an affilavit from the debtors to the effect 
that it was necessary to appoint a receiver and minager on account of 
the numerous cross claims arising in respect to the relative rights of 
the parties with whom the silk was deposited. He also read an affi- 
davit from Mr. Morris, of the firm of Davidson, Carr, an: Banniater, 
solicitors, as to the fitness and responsibility of Mr. Westcott, ana 
stated that the creditors had already placed their books in the hands 
of that firm. The Registrar said that he should require a further affi- 
davit, giving fuller details in rezard to the questions likely to arise, 
and also an affidavit from Mr. Matthews as to the fitness and respon- 
sibility of the receiver. He had some doubts as to whether, following 
the precedents of the Court of Chancery, he ought not to require 
securities from the receivers in these large estates, but as the creditors 
had already evinced their confidence in Mr. Westcott, by placing the 
books in the hands of his firm, it would not be necessary in this case. 

The additional affidavits having been furnished, the Registrar 
granted the application, and appointed Mr. Westcott receiver and 
manager to the estate. 


IN RE HEITZ AND DEVEZE. 

Mr. Deveéze, the sole partner in the business catricd on under this 
name, has filed a petition for liquidation. He is described asa silk 
merchant, of Great Winchester-street. Tie liabilities amount to about 
£430,000, with assets £415,000. The circumstances were almost 
identical with those in the case of Drakeford Bros., and application 
was made that the same receiver and manager should be appointed. 
Various questions affecting the position of the debtor and the credi- 
tors had arisen. 

The Registrar appointed Mr. Westcott receiver and manager.

CHINA GRASS. 

An interesting account is given by the New York Sun of the ramie 
plant. Considerable attention is now being given by the planters in 
some parts of the South to the cultivation of this plant, which grows 
well in Florida, Georgia, South Carolina, and, in fact, almost any- 
where from latitude 83 degrees southward to the Gulf of Mexico. In 
Louisiana some of the planters are replacing the sugar-cane with 
ramie, which does not require replanting, demands comparatively little 
labour in cultivation, and entails no great expense for machinery to 
prepare it for market. So far as known, it has no insect enemies, its 
fibre is less bulky and more easily transported than cotton, and it is 
eure ofa ready sale at remunerative prices. At present the fibre sells in 
England for $240 per ton of 2,000 Ib, or 83 cents. per lb. Rumie, or 
Chinese grass, is a plant of the nettle family, which grows spontane- 
ously in British India, China, Java, and other eastern cou «ries. 
The fibre, which forms its commercial product, is the inner bark of 
the stem, and when exposed to view by separation from the husk, 
presents a brilliant pearl-white lustre. This fibre is longer and more 
uniform than any other except silk; it is stronger and more elastic 
than either hemp or flax; takes colour as well as 8 good quality of 
silk; and when properly prepared from the raw material may be spun 
into fine yarns, suitable for mixing with wool in the manufacture of 
delaines, worateds, and other light fabrics. Without admixture it 
can be woven into fabrics, which, it is said, will surpass the finest 
linens in beauty, etrength, and durability. The ramie fibre has also 
the felting quality superior either to fur or wool. Most of the ramie 
now sent to market is very imperfectly prepared, the fibre being gene- 
rally mixed with fragments of the outer bark, which injures its ap- 
pearance, and lessens it marketable value. This is probably the re- 
sult.of inexperience, and the want of suitabie appliances for cleaning 
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perfect methods of preparing that fibre, when producers will realise 
much higher prices for their crops. 


ie CHINESE COOLIES IN AMERICA. 

fF There: .-8 been astrike of Chinese coolies in Peunsylvania. Accounts 
from PitwS3urg of the 7th instant state that about seventy of the newly 
imported Chinamen at the Beaver Falls Cutlery Works are on strike for 
higher wages. On the 9th of June last year seventy-five Chinamen 
reached Beaver Falls and took the places of the same number of white 
men. The services of this gang were secured at the rate of seventy-five 
cents per day in gold each. They were industrious, and performed the 
work allotted to them in so skilful a manner that the company decided 
on importing another batch. Thesecond instalment arrived on Decem- 
ber 1, and these, though not less clever workmen that the former, were 
paid but sixty cents per day in gold. This last invoice of Chinamen 
soon learned that there was a difference in the wages paid to the 
respective gangs; and considering that one Joss worshipper was as 
good as another, a deputation waited on the superintendent and re- 
quested an increase of pay. They were informed that the matter would 
be taken into consideration; and, satisfied with this assurance, they 
resumed their work for atime. The board of management having, 
however, finally decided on refusing the application, the Chinamen re- 
solved to ‘‘knock off,” and now wander about the neighbourhood of 
the works with their hands in their loose trouser pockets demanding 
“ more payee,” and refusing to return to work until their demands are 
complied with. It is generally supposed that the company will have to 
give in; but, inthe meantime, there is great rejoicing among the white 
skilled labourers, who find their late employers at the ‘‘ mercy of the 
Mongolians.” 

TRANSFER OF Brits T0 OnpDeR wirsouT ENDORSEMENT.—An unusual 
application has been made to the Master of the Rolls on behalf of the 

nion Bank of Manchester. It appeared that the bank, in November, 
1870, advanced money to Mesars. Higson, West, and Co., a firm of 
merchanta in the China trade, on the security of a bill of exchange for 
£668 188. 1d., drawn by a Mr. Clayton in favour of himeelf or order on 
Mr. Newton, and accepted by him. his bill was endorsed by Hig- 
gon, West, and Co. to the bank. But it had not been endorsed to 
them by Clayton, a fact which was overlooked by the bank on ad- 
vancing the money. Higgon, West, and Co. absconded, Newton refused 
to pay, and Clayton refused to endoree. The bank applied to the Master 
of the Rolls to compel Clayton to endorse the bill, or, atall events, to en- 
dorse it without recourse, or to give them leave to use Clayton’s name 
in suing Newton. Clayton denied that he had received any considera- 
tion from Higson, West, and Co. for the bill ; but the bank alleged 
that, at the time he delivered the bill to Higson, West, and Co., he was 
indebted to them, and that he still remained so. The Master of the 
Rolls held that the bank had not proved the fact of Clayton’s indebt- 
edness, and, on that ground, were not entitled to what they asked ; 
so he refused the application, remarking that it was unnecessary to 
say whether, if the bank had proved the fact of the indebtedness, they 
would have succeeded. According to the authorities we presume that, 
under these circumstances, they would have succeeded. Mr. Justice 
Byles, in his “ Treatise on the Law of Bills of Exchange,” says— If a 
man have delivered a bill without endorsing it, when it was upon good 
consideration agreed or understood that it should be endorsed by him, 
and afterwards he refuse to endorse, an action may be maintained 
against him for so refusing. He or his personal representatives may 
also be compelled by bill in equity to endorse.” 

DurreRentias Dotigs on TEA AND Corrge IN CanaDA.— By proclama- 
tion of the Governor-General in Council, the announcement of which 
has been made in the Canada Gazette, a duty of ten per cent. has been 
imposed on tea and coffee imported into Canada from the United 
States. It was generally expected that this would have been done on 
the Ist of October last, when a corresponding duty was placed by the 
United States on tea and coffee imported from places other than 
places of growth weat of the Cape of Good Hope., 

WE understand that the collection of surgical instruments and ap- 
pliances which is to form part of this year's International Exhibition 
will include a number of Japanese instrumente which will be lent by 
the Japanese Minister Terashima, who is himself a member of the 
medical profession. 

Tue last steamer of Watts, Milburn and Co.'s line, the Nankin, has 
the finest cabin accommodation and fittings of any vessel in the trade. 
She is 1,800 tons, and of high power, a first-class opportunity for 
passengers for China. She is commanded by Capt. McNabb. 

An order arrived at the head-quarters of the Chatham Division of 
Royal Marines on Phureday last, directing that a detachment of Royal 
Marines, numbering 100, are to be held in readiness to embark for 
China early in the ensuing month. 

WE learn by a telegram from Melbourne, dated 20th inst., that the 
atrike of the Neweastle colliers continues, Coal is scarce, and fleet of 
vessels is lying idle in the harbour. 

Tue gunboat Kestrel, which was recently commissioned for service 
on the pepe Station, has shipped her ammunition, and is now pre- 
saring or 8ea.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


RorrerpaM, Jan. 22, 

The main fact of interest which I have to communicate by this op- 
portunity is that our efficial paper, the Staats Courant, publishes a 
statement that during last year the taxes have produced a revenue of 
eight millions more than was estimated, and about five millions more 
than in 1871. This is most certain evidence of a prosperity to be envied 
by many of the nations of Europe. The prosperity which we enjoy 
will be specially appreciated in Java, as it proves that henceforth we 
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can do without the contribution which has been annually drawn from 
the colony, so that the money can be applied to colonial purposes. The 
Liberal papers urge the necessity of at once instituting the promised 
alterations in our system of taxation, but I am of opinion that the 
Minister plays a wise purt in saying uothing about his plans. It is 
true we Dutchmen pay a good decal of money to the Treasury, bat It is 
better to pay it for another couple of years, s0 that we ensure the cer- 
tainty of being able to cover our expenses, 

Not much can be said of the discussions about the Budget in tho 
Senate. Many words are, of course, expended, as usual, but there are 
no new arguments. The opposition was of no significance. The only 
grumbling member was Mr. Messchert van Vollenhoven, who was 
against the Government because it refuses to place our neutral schools 
in the hands of the Clericals, and who was most angry that the Govern- 
ment does not take measures to make men less immoral. To this 
answer the Minister of Justice replied that such a task belonged to the 
Church, not to the State. Of much interest was a communication of 
the Minister of the Home Department, that the actual Cabinet will do 
all that is possible to promote the welfare of the country. It is true 
that the budgets, which are just discussed, bear no evidences of sucha 
policy, except that the Minister intends to complete the railway net, 
and in the first place the line Nymegen-Arnhem, for which a Bill will 
be laid before the members of the Second Chamber as soon as they 
meet in February. But, as I told you in my last letter, the Ministry is 
not unmindful of the railways in India ; the Opposition, however, does 
not at all approve of the plan to appoint a commission to draw up a 
financial scheme, which is simply, they say, placing the concessions in 
the hands of the commissioners’ friends, The discassion of the Colonial 
Budget was, of course, the most interesting. The Opposition was quite 
content with Mr. Fransen van de Putte. The main point of the debate 
was the application of the Agrarian Law. Mr. Duymuer van Twist 
delivered a very long speech to demonstrate that it was most unwise to 
give the natives titles of proprietorship. In answer to the several speakers, 
the Minister said that it was impossible to feel himself bound by every 
word which was spoken by his predecessor, Mr. de Waal, but in general 
he agreed with the ideas of that Minister about the execution of this im- 
portant law. Of course the Minister, who now holds the portfolio of 
the Colonial Department, declares that he does not intend to Jessen the 
rights which the natives have to the lands ; he wishes and intends to be ae 
liberal as possible. I need not add that these are only words, we are now 
waiting tor deeds. The Budget was carried unanimously, and the Lords, 
after having approved of the Consular Treaty with Spain, —which caused 
a somewhat lengthened debate—left the Royal residence to wait for a 
further convocation. They have performed their tusk well, but the dis. 
cussions might have been shorter; it is tiresome to hear a simple re- 
petition of the arguments already used in the Second Chamber, 

The Government has achieved a diplomatic victory. According to 
the Staats Courant a treaty has been concluded with Belgium, by which 
the Government grants the passage over a part of our territory for the 
railway line from Antwerp to Gladbach, which is the shortest way from 
this commercial metropolis tothe Rhine. Of course this is a concession. 
In order that we may have a quid pro quo, the differentlal duty which 
our distillers had to pay on importing spirits from Belgium will be 
abolished ; an interest of f.400,000—‘‘ représentant le priz des advan- 
tages de navigation et de commerce assurés a la Belgique par le traité 
du 19 Avril, 1889 ’—will be paid at once, with a sum of f.8,900,000; 
and we have obtained some other concessions of less importance, The 
Echo du Parlement is furious that the Belgian Cabinet has dared to lay 
before the Chamber such a treaty. The other papers, however, are 
somewhat calmer; they only find that we are dear—but not too dear 
for a nation of shopkeepers. 

An important meeting has been held at Amsterdam of creditors of 
the Ovst-indische Maatschappy van A dministratie en Lyfrenten. Mr. 
J. C. de Vries proposed a settlement and liquidation, to which 450 cre- 
ditors, representing a capital of f.5,800,000, agreed, whilst only seventeen 
creditors, representing an amount of f.145,569, voted against it. The 
proposal was thus carried by a very large majority. In this way ends 
a deplorable history of mismanagement in the establishments connected 
with Java. 

The Association for Promoting Trade and Industry in Twenthe has 
addressed a petition to the Government, in which they urge the neces- 
sity of improving the clearing system at the Boom at Batavia. The 
Java papers have already told us so much thereabout, that this address 
may be regarded as quite superfluous. An alteration must be made, 

Recording to some local papers the Court will not be placed in 
mourning for the death of Napoleon III., because it was not done at 
the death of Louis Philippe. This creates some astonishment, because 
our Royal family was always on the best terms with the Cesar of the 
Tuileries. 

In a former letter I told you that Mr. Cluysenaer had been charged 
with the task of making the plans for a railway net on Sumatra. I 
hear that his chefs de brigade will be Messrs, Verwey, Van Hees, 
Yzermam and Snethlage. . 

By Royal decree has been appointed President of the High Court of 
Netherland India Mr. F. Alting Mees, manager of the Java Bunk. 

I am glad to state that another East Indiaman bas been launched 
from the vard of Mesers. Mearsing and Huygens, at Amsterdam. She 
is built on account of Messrs. van Eghen and Co., and baptized the 
Amstel.

SLAVERY IN THE BRAZILS. 

We have before us the report of Mr. Puipps on the aboli- 
tion of slavery. The greatest difficulty attendant on the ac- 
complishment of this project arose from the absence of any 
reliable census of the population—and especially of the slave 
population. ‘This latter was estimated at 2,000,000, which, 
however, seems to be above the mark, for the returns applied 
for gave the total number of slaves, male and female, as 
1,609,673. No great confidence can, however, be placed in 
these figures, for it is one of the most painful facts con- 
nected with the slave trade that the duration of life among 
slaves is only one-third of that of free men. Thus these 
poor wretches died off—or were killed off—twice as fast as 
they were imported ; and the Ministry of the Empire place 
the slave population at less than 1,200,000. In 1817 it 
amounted to 1,728,000, and, since that time, half a million 
have been imported. The causes of the fearful mortality 
were chiefly cholera, to which the slaves were particularly 
liable, and the vast number of still-born children, accounted 
for by over-work, hardship, and the vices always attendant 
on such conditions. 

In order to carry out the emancipation law the Govern- 
ment assumed, in round figures, that the slaves were 
2,000,000, or about one-fith of the whole population of the 
Empire. About fifty per cent. of the slave children die before 
the age of eight. ‘Thus, then—the calculation is so horribly 
cold-blooded that one’s pen almost refuses to set it down— 
by the year 1879 the slave population will be reduced to 
1,359,317, and ten years later to 872,623. The main prin- 
ciple of the Emancipation Law is that all children born of 
slave women shall be considered free, but shall remain at the 
charge of the owners of their mothers till the age of eight, 
when the “owner” can either sell it to the Government for 
£60, or else keep it for the thirteen years before it reaches 
twenty-one—which, of course, over-worked and under-fed, 
it has very little chance of doing. Mr. Puiprs does not 
consider that the emancipation of the slaves will decrease 
the productive powers of the Empire. Recent statistics 
show that, in proportion as the number of slaves has de- 
creased, the production of coffee, cotton, tobacco, and india- 
rubber has not diminished. So different was the result that 
a slave-population of 1,900,000 in 1818 only turned out an 
export of £2,000,000, In 1845, when the slaves were not 
more numerous, the exports bad risen to £6,000,000 ; and 
in 1866, when the slaves had been reduced one-fourth, the 
exports increased to £10,000,000, Of course there can be 
no doubt that this result was largely due to improved ma- 
chinery ; and much is hoped from the gradual education of 
the emancipated negroes to prevent, or tide over, the social 
and commercial crisis that so vast a reform might other- 
wise excite. 

Leaving this subject for statistical information, we find 
that the value of the exports from Brazil to foreign coun- 
tries in 1870-71 was £16,801,875, while the official value of 

the imports was £17,020,082, or £218,207 in excess of the 
exports. In the previous year the value of the exports ex- 
ceeded the imports by nearly three millions sterling. Official 
statistics not being procurable—having, it is said, been dis- 
continued owing to the expense of their compilation—Mr. 
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Purrps takes as a basis for his calculations the import trad® 
of Rio de Janeiro, which constitutes about one-half of that 
of the whole Empire. 


Tue Conference to be held at Constantinople on he sub- 
ject of the Suez Canal dues has not yet commenced its 
labours. It is announced that a compromise of the question 
is likely to be arrived at before the Conference. 


A meetixe of the shareholders of the China Submarine 
Telegraph Company has been held, with a view to consider 
the question of laying a cable on the coast of China, but no 
decision was arrived at. The opinion of many shareholders 
being that it should not be done in conjunction with the 
Great Northern Company. 


No contract has been as yet concluded with any company 
for the laying of a telegraph cable between the Cape, Aden 
and Mauritius, but there is every probability that the enter- 
prise will be carried out. The Cape Parliament, which meets 
next month, will come to a decision as to the subsidy to be 
granted. 


TuE Society for the Propagation of the Gospel in Foreign 
Parts has appointed the Rev. W. B. Wricut, B.A., curate of 
St. Mary’s, Newington, and the Rev. I. Peacy, B.A., to be mis- 
sionaries to Japan, and will shortly nominate two clergymen 
for mission work in China. 


Apvices by last mail from Yokohama mention that it is 
believed that the Government of Japan will, in the negotia- 
tions about to be opened for a new commercial treaty, push 
for an abolition of export duties and an increase on imports. 


THE EASTERN BILL OF LADING. 

Observations on the Eastern Bill of Lading is the title of a short 
and pithy pamphlet on a subject of great interest at the present 
time, by Mr Alfred Holt, of Liverpool ; and we have no doubt that 
it will obtain the consideration it deserves. Mr. Holt isa ship- 
owner, but he writes by no means exclusively from a shipowner’s 
point of view. On the contrary, he avows his belief that a docu- 
ment ‘more injurious, and less beneficial,” to owners of both 
ship and cargo, than the one under consideration could hardly 
have been devised. While cordially recommending Mr. Holt’s 
pamphlet (which, by the way, may be procured at the author’s 
offices, India Buildings, Liverpool) to the perusal of our subscrib- 
ers, a short summary of his argument will, we think, be no in- 
justice to him, while it may prove of service by bringing it more 
rapidly under the notice of distant readers. 

Mr. Holt sets out with the fact that screw steamers began to 
be employed for the conveyance of cargo about 1850, and that it 
was not until after the lapse of twenty-one years that the ship- 
owners in the New York trade inserted a clause in their Bill of 
Lading to the effect that they would no longer be responsible for 
damage done by stevedores in loading and discharging cargo. 
This clause they very soon found it advisable to abandon; but 
general attention having been drawn to the terms of Bills of 
Lading in other trades, a committee of London merchants was 
formed, with instructions to act with shipowners, and sariig a 
new form which should be equitable and satisfactory to both 
parties. The result of this conference was the form now known 
as the Eastern Bill of Lading. Its main object is to compel a 
shipowner, when he lays his vessel on the berth, to state the 
exact ports he intends her to call at. This has for its objects the 
preventing a shipowner vitiating a merchant’s policies by devia- 
tions not provided for, and also of preventing loss of a market 
through delay. ‘The first of these objects (says Mr. Holt) is de- 
feated because ‘‘a ship may call anywhere, so long as she pro- 
vides for the shippers’ risk as well as her own, and does not pre- 
judice her cargo by excessive delay. There can be no reasonable 
doubt, therefore, that it will be done hereafter, especially as the 
inducements to do so are increasing yearly.” 

If such a deviation happen without the owner's privity, and 
the ship be lost, the owner’s liability is limited to £8 per ton, 
“so that for an ordinary steamer, such as go to China, of about 
2,000 tons, carrying a cargo worth £200,000, the owner would pay 
£16,000 into Court, and have done with the matter.” The ship- 
pers who hold Eastern Bills of Lading, (and whose eo are Agr 
the bottom of the sea) get their shares pro rata of the £16,000 ; 
but the remaining loss of £184,000 is secured from the shipowner 
by Act of Parliament—Merchant Shippirg Amendment Act, 
1862, section 54—and from the underwriters by the terms of the 
Eastern Bill. No wonder the underwriters are warm advocates 
for the present document. ‘ 

But, if the deviation takes place with the owner's knowledge, 
the onus of proof lies with the shipper. That is to say, he has to 

rove that a man knows what he has the greatest inducement to 
eclare that he does not know, and never did know, or authorise. 
And, even if this be proved, what follows, Sg gy: that the 
owners may not be solvent, or that they may a “limited ” 
company? ‘A holder of a Bill of Lading should remember that,

from the nature of the case, he can £now nothing of the real posi- 
tion of a ship-owner. He knows nothing, and can find out 
nothing, about mortgagesor policies of insurance. Itis not many 
years s}aze flourishing ship-owners were found to have parted with 
their ++’ ole property by unregistered mortgages. The shipper 
ought to act in such a way as to make it impossible for him to have 
these claims on an unknown man or company. Is it reserved 
for the East Indin trade alone to be worked by merchants of so con- 
fiding a charagter as to insist on placing their property at the mercy 
of an ignorant ship-master or an unscrupulous ship-owner ?” 

The above italics are our own, but Mr. Holt’s style is so concise 
and pointed that his whole pamphlet might almost be printed in 
italics. And he is not one of the blatant class of writers who 
expose injustice without suggesting a remedy. He “takes the 
bull by the horns” with these two distinct and simple proposi- 
tions—“ Give the shipowner the vower he has heretofore had, to 
make any deviation he likes. Get the underwriter to cover all 
deviations ; then the shipper cannot fall between two stools.” 
Mr. Holt avers his belief that these provisions would not raise 
premiums permanently or byan amount morethan “ infinitesimal.” 
And he concludes his very readable little brochure with (what we 
are bound to say is the weakest part of it) the inquiry—< What 
object the shipper hopes to attain by preventing the shipowner 
harmlessly picking up a few roadside earnings? He cannot get so 
much as to tempt him seriously to prolong his passage, for that 
would be sacrificing the substance tothe shadow ; while the proba- 
bility of getting a little more may make him start a half-filled 
ship, and so give opportunities of shipment which would not other- 
wise occur.” A more naive illustration of the Von sequitur in argu- 
ment wasnever perpetrated. But Mr. Holt hassothoroughly andably 
vindicated the cause of the shippers in his earlier pages, that he has 
disarmed himself—so far as his closing sentences go— for the 
inquiry with which he winds up is one which will elicit, not a 
reply, but a smile. The bland persuasiveness of the argument 
that shipowners might be induced to start their vessels half-filled, 
if they were allowed to “ pick up a few roadside earnings,” would 
be more intelligible if the “road,” and which “side” of it, the 
ship is meant to take, were clearly defined. But one small fact 
demolishes all Mr. Holt’s special pleading on this head. Com- 
mercial bills, and securities, have a remarkably uniform knack of 
finding the way to their destination by the quickest route ; and 
if they arrive very long before the vessel, which is “ picking up 
road-side earnings,” the consequences are not likely to be so 
“harmless” to the merchants as profitable to the owners—and, 
perhaps, to the auctioneers. 

Our only matter of surprise is that a writer, so acute as Mr. 
Holt, should have disfigured an otherwise sensibly-expressed 
train of thought by such a transparent fallacy as is couched in 
his last plea. He may, however, take our word for it that all the 
special pleading in the world will not suffice to induce prudent 
merchants to trust their goods on any ship, unless they have a dis- 
tinct contract that she is to go the shortest way to her destina- 
tion, and that nothing but “the act of God or the Queen’s ene- 
mies” will cause her to put in “on the road-side.” 








THE PEKING CORRESPONDENT OF THE “ DAILY 
NEWS.” 

AnoTHER of Mr. Simpson’s letters appears in the Daily 
News of the 22nd inst., and contains matter both interesting 
and instructive to the general public in England. Most 
assuredly will Mr. Simpson be entitled to a share of the 
credit when the Audience Question is settled, and also the 
general advance of our relations with China. 


Pexina, Nov. 15. 

The Audience question is not much talked of at present in 
Peking. The French are supposed to be the most ardent in 
pushing it on, and the Russians aro also supposed to be backing 
them up. Mr. Low, the American Minister here, sent to his Go- 
vernment a document expressing what he thought of the French 
Minister's proposals. It is a very well-written paper, and it ad- 
vises that the Audience question should not be pressed at present ; 
and this is no doubt the general feeling of the Europeans on the 
matter. The question is a very simple one as to its merits, and 
easily understood. All the Ministers of European countries could 
have an audience whenever they like, if they would do the Ko- 
tow—that is, when they enter the Imperial presence they must 
go down on all fours and knock their forehead nine times on the 
groun$ This, of course, they are never likely to do. In past 
times the Jesuits were received at Court, and some of them were 

reat favourites of former Emperors; but they would no doubt 

lo the Ko-tow. When Lord Amherst was received, he supposed 
he was doing one thing, and the Chinese were made to suppose 
that he did another. ‘They are particularly clever at this way of 
getting out of a difficulty when it is forced upon them, and are 
very fertile in dodges to make the matter appear as they 
wish it to be. It is even rumoured that they have a clever 
dodge for getting out of the Audience question, which they 
will try to work out when necessary. The question, how- 
ever, has assumed too definite a shape, and as it refers 
to all the Ambassadors of Europe, the United States in- 
cluded, it cannot be evaded by any hole-and-corner work. 
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The mountain will not come to Mahomet, so Mahomet must 
go to the mountain. There used to be the old Shoe ques- 
tion in India. It is the-custom all over that conntry, and in 
most parts of the East, to take off the shoes on entering a house. 
It is a mark of respect or reverence a3 old as the days of Moses. 
This was the rule at all Durbars. I have seen a cartload of the 
shoes of Rajahs, Sirdars, and chiefs of all ranks, at the entrance 
to a Governor-General’s Durbar. It was their custom, and they 
did it as a matter of course. In the early days of our rule in 
India, when officers of rank had to go on official business to the 
native Princes, they were expected also to take off their shoes or 
boots, as the case might be, and it caused more bickering and 
bad feeling at the time than even the great mutiny produced. 
Think of a handsome officer, in a splendid uniform, hoping to 
make a fine impression from his figure and dazzling costume, and 
imagine his feelings on being asked at the door to take off his 
boots and clanking spurs an] walk in, something like Nebuchad- 
nezzar’s image, with head of gold but feet of clay. Even with a 
grey tweed suit and a wide-awake hat the request would be ob- 
jectionable. All that isa thing of the past. If you have to call 
upon a Rajahnow in India, no matter in what capacity, the 
“jooty dustoor” is never mentioned. In this we can see the fate 
of the Audience question, and of many other questions which are 
talked about in China. One thing necessary is time—time swal- 
lows up all things, and it will swallow up the Ko-tow. 

Whoever has seen Gerome’s picture at Versailles of the Empe- 
ror Napoleon receiving the Japanese Ambassadors, will be able to 
form some idea of what an Imperial audience is in this part of the 
world. The Ambassadors are crawling on all fours, like a drove of 
pigs, along the floor and up the steps of the throne where the Em- 
peror and Empress sit to receive them. I suppose that Emperors 
are accustomed to homage, and that a new kind of it may be to 
them a new sensation, like a new dish ora wine that had never 
been tasted before ; but one could wish that Napoleon had not 
allowed such aceremony to have taken place. If the mandaring 
here, who are opposed to the Audience question, had a copy of 
that picture it might be used with great effect against the French 
Minister if he should press his demands on this point. 

The missionary bodies here have found that this total ignorance 
about the men of the West is one of the greatest obstacles in their 
way, and they have just started a magazine which is printed in 
the Chinese character, and the object of which is to give the 
better classes in Peking some knowledge of what Europe really i,s. 
If all Europeans are looked upon as “ devils ” and “ barbarians ” 
what chances have the missionaries of being listened to with 
respect as teachers? The answer is simple, and the magazine is 
the remedy which is being tried. Articles on the Mont Cenis 
Tunnel, the Suez Canal, telegraphs, and other wonders of the 
West, are given. Where it is possible, a rough woodcut is added, 
go as to give greater reality to the description. It is much to be 
hoped that this effort will succeed, for in serving their own cause 
the missionaries will help to do good in other ways where it is 
much wanted. 

Here we have another very good illustration of Chinese ignore 
ance, and of its results. The Chinaman is said, by all who have 
had experience of him, to have a keen intellect, and to be very 
shrewd and sharp in his dealings. Although he is thus acute in 
the ordinary affairs he has been accustomed to, yet the foreigners 
come from what is a new world to him, with ideas and objects 
which are beyond his comprehension. The painted eye of the 
juuk gazing blankly over the sea can penetrate quite as far as the 
mental vision of the Chinaman into such matters. Experience 
alone can bring knowledge, and teach him how to deal with 
Europeans. 

The Emperor's knowledge of Westerns can only be guessed at 
from what we know of those around him, The mandarins and 
literati are represented as a body to hate all foreigners. As his 
teaching would be under the direction of those classes, whatever 
feelings he may have on the subject are likely to be somewhat 
similar to thoge of his guides. He is supposed never to have seen 
a European. It is said that he expressed a wish to have a look 
at one, and proposed that one koala be kidnapped and brought 
into the Palace for this purpose ; but that would have been a 
dangerous experiment to try in Peking, where foreigners are few, 
and all so well known to each other. What a ble:sing it might 
have been to the young Emperor himself, as well as to his sub- 
jects, if, like our own Princes, he could have travelled and seen 
a bit of the world; particularly if he had done so beyond the 
limits of his own territory. A little travelling would be about 
the very best thing he could try; but that is impossible. The 
“ Solitary Prince” must be as blind, if not more so, than those 
he rules over. He is only the painted eye on the Chinese junk of 
State, and it is impossible that he can know in what direction to 
guide the vessel. 

The Treaty of 1860 which gave the right of the Foreign Minis- 
ters to reside in Peking was a great step inadvance. The Audi- 
ence question is anticipated in it,and it says that the British 
representative “shall not be called upon to perform any cere- 
mony derogatory to him as representing the Sovercign of an in- 
dependent nation on a footing of equality with that of China. 
On the other hand he shall use the same forms of ceremony an 
respect to his Majesty the Emperor as are employed by the Am- 
bassadors, Ministers, or diplomatic agents of Her Majesty toward 
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the Sovereigns of independent and equal European nations. 
This very clearly settles the forms to be fullowed in the event of 
an audience, but does not bind the Emperor to give one. The 
right to purchase land and buildings iu Peking for the Legations 
was at once acted upon by all the great Powers of the West ; 
and by being at the capital they are able to communicate direct 
with the Chinese officials there, and thus facilitate the trans- 
action of business. Personal intercourse which has gone on for 
about eleven years now between the Ministers of so many 
nations and functionaries at the head of departments in Pe- 
king ought by this time to have removed from the latter many 
of their illusions as to the character of the foreigners. Men like 
Mr. Low, the American Minister ; General Vlangaly, who repre- 
sents Russia ; or our own Minister, Mr. Wade, must have produced 
some influence on the high mandarins they have come in contact 
with. General Vlangaly is an engineer officer, and was on the 
staff of General Todleben during the siege of Sebastopol. As I 
had some slight connection with that memorable siege, I found it 
a link of acquaintance when I called on the general. It was a 
struggle in which both sides might be proud of what was done. 
Mr. Wade has the reputation of holding the first rank in Chinese 
scholarship. Even the Chinese litcrati assign him this position 
over themselves. 
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The search for European education by Chinese and Japanese 
students has at length aroused the attention of two countries 
which formerly took no interest in those distant nations—Italy 
and Switzerland. At Florence, where a department for the study 
of Japanese literature has been established, Professor Antelmo 
Severini has published a translation of one of the romances 
ascribed to the great Japanese novelist Riutei Tanehiko. This 
tale had already been translated into German by Dr. August 
Pfizaier, but with such imperfect success that it was difficult 
for his readers to discover the design of the author. The present 
tale, which is entitled “ The Six Screens; or, Pictures of this 
Perishable World,” is a charming specimen of the popular lite- 
rature of Japan, and it will doubtless enjoy a large circulation 
among the savans of Italy. An excellent translation of this novel 
was inserted in the Phan‘x previously, from the penjof the Rev. 
8. C. Malen, M.A. 

At Geneva, M. F. Turettinni, who, like M. Severini, was a 
student at the School of Oriental Languages in Paris, has under- 
taken the collection of a sort of Chinese and Japanese anthology, 
which he proposes to publish under the title of ‘‘ Atsuma Gusa ”’ 
—a “Garland of Flowers”—“ Tales of the Civil Wars” — and 
another collection entitled ‘‘Ma Twanlin.” ‘The latter transla- 
tion is the work of the Marquis D’Hervy Saint-Denys. The next 
pe will contain a Chinese story, called “ Si-siang.ki,” translated 
y Professor Stanilaus Julien. 

At Turin, M. Leone d’Albano is about to publish a translation 
of a Japanese comedy in four acta, entitled The Lair of the Green 
Dragon—rather a singular title for a comedy, it must be con- 
fessed— of which no more than one hundred. copies are to be 
sagen and, as these are all bespoken by the booksellers, it will 

@ very difficult to procure one. 

Among books of this kind announced for publication is the 
‘« Tai-hei-ki,” ‘‘ A History of the Geography of the Far East,” 
translated by M. de Rosny, Professor of Japanese in the French 
Academy, and the author of a valuable treatise on that language. 
M. Sarazin has also a specimen of a translation of a Japanese En- 
cyclopsedia ; and M. Valenziani, a barrister, of Rome, promises a 
translation of the “ History of the Hundred Great Odes of Japan.” 
M. Maurel has also contributed a ‘ History of Printizg in 
Japan” to the Parisian ‘Oriental Athenjum.” A chair for the 
study of Oriental history generally has been founded in the 
French capital, and filled, pro tem., by the learned Professor Pau- 
thier. To Professor Sarazin are confided the Japanese, and to 
Professor Des Michel the Cochin Chinese, classes. 
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At the meeting of the Eastern Telegraph Company, held on 
Friday last, the report of the directors, which was noticed in our 
last issue, was unanimously adopted. A shareholder alluded to 
the desirability of amalgamation with the Indian Extension, China 
and Australian Companies, and deprecated any alliance with the 
Great Northern Company. ‘ 

The half-yearly meeting of the shareholders of the City Bank 
has been held. The report, which was unanimously adopted, 
states the gross profits for the half-year, deducting interest, &c., 
and including balance from previous account, at £68,080, out of 
which, after providing for expenses, rebate, &c., the directors re- 
commend a dividend of 10 per cent per annum, absorbing £25,000, 
the addition of £10,000 to the reserve fund, and the carrying for- 
ward a balance of £10,635. £20,000 premium on new shares is 
also added to reserve fund. The deposits on 3lst December 
amounted to £3,180,473, and the acceptances to £3,101,052. 
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The report of the directors of the National Bank states that the 
balance applicable for dividend at the end of the half-year is 
£83,316. The dividend of 10 per cent. per snciuns cateosba 
£75,000, leaving £8,316 to be carried forward. 

The Committee of the Bank of London have notified to the 
sharcholders that a return of 10s. per share in the capital of the 
bank (making, with the four previous payments, £5 5a. per share) 
is now payable, and that they hope at an early date to makea 
further distribution. 

The report of the Birmingham Joint-Stock Bank states the net 
profit of last year to be £47,091. An interim dividend at the 
rate of 20 per cent. per annum was paid for the June half-year, 
and a similar distribution is now recommended, carrying forward 
£6,211, 

The report of the London and South-Western Bank (Limited) 
exhibits an available balance of £9,542, and recommends the 
payment of a dividend at the rate of 6 per cent. per annum, free 
of income-tax. It is also proposed to add £1,500 to the reserve 
fund, to write £200 off the bank premises account, and to carry 
forward a balance of £2,857. 

The half-yearly report of the Imperial Bank (Limited) shows 
a disposable balance of £32,613, out of which it is proposed to 
paya dividend at the rate of 8 per cent. per annum, free of 
income-tax, and to carry forward £10,113. 

Messrs. M’Culloch, Armitage, and Co., stuff merchants, of Brad- 
ford, have suspended payment. The liabilities are estimated at 
between £20,000 and £30,000, and the estate is expected to yield 
a favourable result. The failure is also announced of Messrs. 
Howard, Crosley, and Matthews, stuff manufacturers, with 
£10,000 to £19,000 liabilities. 

An injunction restraining proceedings in the case of Messrs, 
Carrick, Hill, and Co., East India and colonial brokers, who re- 
cently filed a petition for liquidation, has been extended by 
order of the Court. 

The P. and O. Company announce that they are authorised by 
the Director-General of the Post-office of India to receive parcels 
for delivery at any post town or district throughout India at a 
uniform rate of 1s. 4d. per pound, or fraction of a pound weight. 

Bar silver has been in demand, but the price has remained at 
our last quotation of 592d. per ounce standard. The market is 
now bare of fine bars. Mexican dollars of the new coinage have 
been sold at an advance of jd. per oz., viz. 583d. There have 
been no old dollars on the market. 

The Manchester Market has bcen flat in tone during the week, 
and prices have tended in favour of buyers, but there has been no 
marked giving way in values or decided pressure to sell. On the 
2lst inst. producers experienced a little improvement in demand, 
but it has only been for small lots, and there is no alteration in 
the general tone or position of the market, which closes dull. 
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The market shows no improvement; the quantity daily offered is 
more than the buyers can properly taste and value, and they conse- 
quently refrain generally from buying, except in instances where they 
see something below the gencral run of prices, or to supply immediate 
wants; in the latter case a fair price is obtained, but nearly all kinds 
have raled in favour of buyers. The public sales have comprised 
10,190 packages, of which about 9,400 packages were sold without 
reserve. The deliveries for the week amount to 3,568,400 lbs., against 
8,213,000 Ibs. last year. 

Black.—Red-leaf kinds: Siftings have sold at public sale from 33d. 
to 54d. per lb., being again a shade lower. Broken-leaf kinds show 
no material alteration; common to fair common have sold 4d. to $d. 

er lb. lower; good common, free from dust, shows no alteration. 
Pair to good Kaisows have been very dull of sale, ard prices irregular, 
but showing 4d. to 1d. per 1b. reduction; in fine to finest but few 
sales have been made, but prices remain steady. Pak Lin kind’ have 
been without demand, except for fair to goud kinds, from 1s, 4d. to 
1s. 5d. per lb. in boxes. Black-leaf kinds: Low qualities remain ve 
depressed ; fair to good common have only been saleable in 8 
quantities, at rather under former prices; fair kinds from 1s. 1d. to 
1g. 8d. remain firm; the good medium kinds have sold 4d. per Ib. 
lower ; fine to finest show no great alteration, but the demand has 
been limited. New-make kinds: further large parcels have been 
offered, and sales made from 11d. to 1s.

CASUALTIES. 

A telegram from New York, Jan. 14, announces that the Palm 
Tree, which arrived there from Manila, reports having encountered a 
revolving gale, Dec. 24, during which her waterways were opened, 
butts started, and she was badly strained. 

Liverpool, Jan. 19, the Glenduror has broken in two, after end 
lying on beam end, foremast gone, vessel covercd at high water, cargo 
washing ashore, coast protected. 

A telegram from Batavia, Jan. 20, announces that the Formosa 
(American), from Manila to Boston, with hemp, struck, and was 
making one foot of water per hour; she had been surveyed, and it 
was recommended that she should discharge, and dock for repairs. 

Advices from Boston, Jan. 9, state that the Sooloo, from Manila to 
that port, was off Cape Cod 8, with sails clewed up, and signalling 
for immediate assistance ; two fishing schooners were near her at sun- 
set, but the signals for assistance were still flying. Later intelligence 
from New York 10, states she arrived at Boston 9, and had apparently 
sustained no damage. Later advices from New York Jan. 8, state that 
the Francis, Kortling, from Batavis, &c., to Boston, which was moored 


‘| between the bars at Cape Cod, Ist, had discharged all her ’tween decks 


cargo, and she will be able to get over the bara after discharging the 
tin she has on board. 

The Western Chief, Hill, from Cheribon, which arrived at Falmouth 
Jan. 20, reports that from the 4th, in lat. 82 N., long. 35 W., she ex. 
perienced a continued succession of N. and N.W. gales, with a heavy 
cross sea. On the 9th a heavy sea struck the ship and carried away 
bulwarks, stanchions, mainrail, stove boats, sprung mainmast, damaged 
steering gear, &c.; ship completely under water, and made so much 
water in conseqnence that all hands at the pumps could not keep her 
free; hove overboard 60 or 70 tons of cargo, and when thus lightened 
the pumps were able to free her. On the 12th, the gale and sea mo- 
derating and the ship making less water, and having rigged tempo- 
rary bulwarks, &c., she proceeded, but afterwards continued to meet 
with eucceasive gales and very heavy seas, and was constantly under 
water. 

Advices from New York, Jan. 7, state that the wreckage which had 
washed ashore from the Peruvian, Vannah, from Singapore to Boston, 
wrecked at Peaked Hill Bar, had been sold on the beach for $1,500; a 
considerable portion of the tin composing her cargo will be recovered.
